Late rally falls just short 


Elba Tigers ousted by Holtville 6-4 


The Elba Tigers had made a 
habit of spotting their opponents 
an early lead and then rallying 
late to pull out wins with fantas- 
tic finishes, and for a few min- 
utes last Monday afternoon it 
appeared as if the Tigers had at 
least one more wild win up their 
sleeves. 

However, this time the Tigers 
ran into an opponent it could not 
defeat. as a base umpire called 
an Elba runner out at third base 
after he appeared to be pushed 
off the base for the third out of 
the inning and the Tigers saw 
their season come to an abrupt 
end with a 6-4 loss to the 
Holtville Bulldogs. 

Holtville jumped out to an 
early 1-0 lead in the top of the 
second on a solo home-run by 
the Bulldogs’ Tyler Hubbard, 
but Elba’s Brandon Petty and 
the Bulldogs’ Joey Grizzell 
locked up in a pitching duel 
after that and the score remained 


at 1-0 heading into the top of the 
seventh 

Elba managed only three base 
runners through six innings as 
LaRay Williams and Kyle 
English had the only Tiger hits, 
while Petty reached on a 
Holtville error. Holtvyille strand- 
ed seven runners on the bases in 
the opening six innings, includ- 
ing three runners on third, as 
Petty and the Elba defense 
always seemed to come up with 
the big play at just the right 
time. 

Holtville upped its lead to 2-0 


in the top of the seventh, but’ 


Elba appeared to be out of the 
inning when a grounder rolled 
to third base with two outs, only 
to see a throwing error keep the 
inning alive.
